CAREER OF SENATOR HILL

He Bit" Been ii Pollt lelnn Since He'

Wns Seventeen Years Old.
The life of Duvld Bennett Hill has been

devoted to politics. He has been Its
student, nntl Is looked upon by many as
Its niater. He has made politics Ills
life work, Just as Jnv Gould made rail-

road llnnnclerlng his, nnd Just as Edison
consecrated all his tnergles to elcctilcnl
science. He cares for little else.

He was born at Havana, Schuyler
County, when that village was a back-
woods hamlet on the road to nowhere,
nntl on the outskirts of the then un-

divided Chemung County. His father,
Caleb Hill, was a Connecticut mun, a
carpenter, poor, but conscientious In his
duties to his family. His mother was
Eunice Durfey, also from Windham
County. Conn.

They had live children, three sons und
two daughters. David wus born on
Aug. 29, 1813, and has consequently but
recently celebrated his fifty-fir- birth-
day. Both his parents died ln 1582, hav-
ing lived to see all three sons attain
success and prominence In their respec-
tive fields of activity. Both sisters are
long since dead, nntl one brother, a mer

where the otherchant, died In Missouri,
is now n successful physician.

Old Caleb Hill bequeathed nil ur.equlvo
oil democracy to h'n bovs. and the ad-

mirers of David Bennett Hill have found
a popular catch word In one of his fa-

vorite orntorlcal expressions
"I Am ii llt'iimiTiit."

David's mother wns a remarkably tine
woman, full of Connecticut stamina and
hard sense. The boy Inherited her
characteristics. He was bright nnd
ambitious, and he made the moat of the
poor educational opportunities which he
received, attending the district school
nnd peddling nrsJV.cs or doing unnll Jobs
during vacation time, so that he was
enabled to take the academic course of
the Havana eademy

As a lad "Davy" was sickly, and peo-
ple usetl to shake their heads and say.
"Mrs. Hill will never be nble to raise
that boy." The boy was Impressed with
his own weakness, and becume silent
nntl moody The talk of his poor show
for life, always ringing In his ears,
made him serious end sober. He didn't
enter Into the physical sports of his
playmates, anil It Is a matter of recoru
that lie never played u game of baseball
In his life, though In these later years
he is known to all the rooters as i.
champion enthusiastic rooter at tht
Polo Grounds games when he Is in
town.

He wan a hard student though: he spent
most f his time retdlng. When he was
fourteen his tiea'th took a turn for Me
better, and David began to bui ,1 up.
though he Is not even now a very robust
man

He graduated from the Havana Acad
cmy when he was seventeen years old.
anl then became a clerk In the oftice of
a Havana lawyer. Here he attracted the
attention of Col. John 1. Lawrence, a
cousin to Justice Abraham
of the New York Bench, and, on Col,

He was ndmlttrd to practice In No-

vember. VA, nnd having arrived at his
ifajorlty the same yei.r, he lost no time
In "preparing the opening chapters" of
his own Political history. He was deeply
Interested In polities for the Democratic
side, nntl that Interest has never
flagged.

Politics so occupied his attention
that he has never turned aside to enjoy
th. happiness of n love n flair, nnd Is
still a bachelor.

when he was but seventeen yenrs old.
the fellure of tho udvcrtlsctl speakers
to arrive resulting In the Committee's
calling uptn him to address ths crow

lll.l began his political career as the
opponent f o.l Stephen Atnot. of

Charles C. B. Walker, of Corning;
J. G. E. Jones, of Addison, and John
Mi Dousal. of Hornei.svllle, who hal
rlcd t'n Demoiratlc party .f the south-
ern tier for years. In 1WI h was suc-
cessful, and was sent as a delegate to the
Siato Convention.

In 1S70 his ability us u fighter was
recognized ln the nomination for the
Assembly, and he wns elected, and re-
elected In 1871.

In tho Assembly he wns one of the
twenty-si- x Democrats, and Assembly-
men Samuel J. Tllden nnd David II.
HIII were the only Democrats r.n the
Judiciary Committee. It wns here that
Bill became Tllden's first lieutenant,
and the two fought together against
the Tweed Ring until It was shattered
nnd broken.

For years HIII was Tllden's chief in
tint Southern Tier counties, but sought
no olllcl.il advancement for himself. As
an Assemblyman ho wan the first to pro-
pose the abolition of mntract labor .n
the State prisons, nnd be advocated this
chance till It wns lecurcd, thus earning
the friendship of the labor clement of
the State.
